This gives the 
Republicans on joint ballot 80 votes 
against 78 for the Democrats and in­ 
dependents.

choose the next senator. 
He will he 
elected by the legislators chosen at 
the next, 
election and there 
are so 
m any dtetrftrts—throughout the state 
now represented by 
Republicans In 
which the vote 
Is exceedingly close 
that it may safely lie said, using Ihe 
result of the last legislative election 
as a guide, that the Democrats have at 
least as fair a prospect of overcoming 
the present Republican lead on joint, 
ballot as the Republicans have of in­ 
creasing it.

o Talesm an William McGuffln, who 
ucceeded Talesman Henry to seat No 
ofter the latter had been evicted for 
Implied bias on 
testimony of R. C. 
.ovelace, the first witness called, who 
swore that Henry had told him that 
Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone would 
not have been brought-here if “they 
hod not been mixed up in the case.’’ 
Clarence S. Harrow of the defense 
objected to the question and Senator 
Borah sharply replied: 
Did Not Expect Objection. 


‘After the immense latitude that the 
defense has 
taken in regard 
to Mc- 
Portland, Taft and Roosevelt. I did not 
think they would stick on any techni­ 
cality at this laie day.” 
“ We did not ask as to the effect of 
McPart,land's testimony,” said Messrs. 
Harrow and Richardson together. 
“ If Roosevelt is to be brought here 
to testify we might have something 
more to say,” went on Mr. Richardson 
“Roosevelt can take 
care of him­ 
self. wherever he is,” retorted Borah. 
“Well, I don’t know 
about that,” 
said Mr. Harrow. 
Judge Wood directed counsel to pro­ 
ceed with the case, hut Mr. Harrow 
took formal exception <o the remarks 
of Mr. Borah. 
“ I will be glad to eliminate Roose­ 
velt if you will,” replied Borah. 
“He 
was brought into the case by the de­ 
fense.” 
“He came in himself.” said Mr. Rich­ 
ardson. 
“He is 2,('OO miles away and 
he writes letters.” 
“He was brought in by' his own but- 
tlng-ln,” added Mr. Harrow. 
The judge overruled the objection to 
the question, the talesm an saying that 
he did not have any bias or opinion in 
the matter, Hie defense noting an ex­ 
ception and the incident closed. 
The jury box was finally filled*>with 
twelve talesmen subjected to examina 
tion and temporarily passed by both 
sides and the court announced that it 
was in order for both sides to exercise 
peremptory challenges.

UNDERLINGS ARE ARRESTED 


Secret Service Men, However, Are Un* 


able to Locate the Chief Conspira 


tort,— Soldier Accepted Bribe to As­ 


sist in the Proposed Murder. 


St. Petersburg, May 16.—A terrorist 
conspiracy direr 
d against the life of 
Emperor Nicholas, the existence of 
which has been 
suspected for some 
time past, has been revealed by the 
arrest at TsarsW’P Scio of a soldier of 
the guard regiment who confessed to 
tile acceptance of a large money bribe 
to assist in the murder of his majesty. 
According to the details of this plot, 
the existence of which has been con­ 
fit rind by one of the highest, officials 
of the court, suspicion was directed to 
the soldier by the fact that he was 
seen to have in his 
possession con­ 
siderable sums of money. 
The man I 
was at once placed under observation. 
When he noticed that 
lie was being 
shadowed he 
becam e panic-stricken 
and sought the authorities. 
He then 
broke down and voluntarily made his 
confession, after which he begged for 
protection. 
All tbf* threads of this conspiracy, 
which is radically different from for­ 
mer attempts of this nature, are not 
vet in the hands of the secret service 
men. 
A few underlings have been ap­ 
prehended, but the real instigators of 
the crime and the men who furnished 
the blood 
money have not 
yet been 
ldent Ified. 
It is thought that the money ii'■od is 
part. of the 
proceeds of 
several po­ 
litical robberies committed 
last fall 
and winier. 
Many of the participant 
in 
these 
recalled 
“expropriations" 
have l eon arrested and executed, but 
the loot was never located. 
Tile police officials maintain silenee 
when questioned regarding this con­ 
spiracy. 
They refuse either to affrm 
or deny the story and limit them selves 
to stating that there is no helical in 
that. the men arrested last week in this 
city were 
connected with 
tilts con­ 
spiracy. 
This statement 
coincides 
with in­ 
formation 
obtained 
in revolutionary 
circles, where it is declared that the 
men apprehended last week were oo 
cupled with the reorganization of the 
fighting bands of revolutionists, which 
the 
police 
succeeded last 
year 
in 
breaking up and that the authors of 
the present conspiracy must be sought 
outside of St. Petersburg.
